Mr, Chairman and Members, 


We herewith present our report on the Environmental Health of 
the Cwmamman Urban District for 1970. 


During the period under review, some concern was felt with regard 
to the two residential caravan sites within the area, We are glad to report 
that with regard to one of these sites, its owner has made effort to raise 
the standards. However, we are still concerned by conditions existing at 
une Grher site. 


While the area is not subject either to industrial, air, or other 
pollution, we feel that some members of the population are subject to heavy 
noise level, cspecially those who dwell adjacent to the Cwmamman Road, 

eavy vehicular treffic being the main cause. 


As in the past years, the Authority continued with a forward 
housing programme, to the benefit of its populus, for as Members are no 
doubt aware, one of the corner stones of Public Health, is the sound 
satisfactory housing of a community. It is especially gladening to be 
aware that the elderly who have been rehoused will benefit from the high 
standard of heat comfort afforded by their new dwellings. In the private 
sector, advantage was taken of improvement grants, and during the year, 
twenty five premises were approved at a total cost of £25,0)1,. 


The Meals on Wheels service continued to function, thanks to the 
great effort of the voluntary helpers who were responsible for the 
distribution service, It is hoped that the future may sec an extension 
Of this service, 


Statutory services for the twelve month period were maintained by 
the Local Authority in an cfficient and satisfactory manner,

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MEALS ON WHEELS 


During 1970 meals on wheels continued thanks to the 
good offices of volunteers,and to Mrs. L. Davies who expended much 
time and effort in organising the service. 


The meals were cooked at the Amman Valley Hospital, 
but owing to structural alterations in the kitchen the preparation 
was transferred to the kitchen of Glanamman School, thanks to the 
kindness of the Education Committee and Mr. B. Price the Headmaster. 


Two meals a week were delivered to twenty five persons 
except during the month of August. Throughout the year a total of 
2,065 dinners were served, £94.48 of the cost being borne by this 
Council in the Financial Year 1970/71. 


Of the recipients only one was under 70 years of age, 
14 were between 70 and 80 years and eight were over 80 years old.

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SANITARY ADMINISTRATION, 


WATER SUPPLY, 


As in the past, it was necessary to supplement the Authority's own 
sources of supply with bulk supply obtained from the Loughor Joint Water 
Board, Supplies were maintaincd to the urban district throughout the period 
under review, other than for a period of approximately ten hours when one 
district was without piped water, due to the bulk supply to the Glyndraenog 
rescrvoir ccasing. No adequate explanation has ever been forthcoming as to 
why this should have occurred, Supplics were maintained by means of tanker 
to the arcas concerned, and I feel it should be said that in order to 
maintain supplics adequate for the district during this summer period, a 
great deal of time and attention had been given over to the sources of supply. 


New chlorinators were fitted to the reservoir heads and renovation 
work was undertaken to the system at these points. 


There were submitted to the Public Health Laboratory, sixteen 
bacteriological samples for examination, all of which were satisfactory. 


DRATNAGE AND  SHWAGE, 


No major breakdowns occurred to the Local Authority's main drainage 
system, Furthermore, no scrious troubles were experienced from surface water 
drainage, Additional propertics were picked up by the system duc mainly to 
tae Jones’ Terrace housing site. 


REFUSE COLLECTION, 


This service continued to be provided in an efficient manner, twice 
weekly collection being undertaken, No serious complaints were received with 
regard to the Authority's tipping site, this area being treated with spoil. 
Besides periodical spraying of the arca to control fly muisance, rodent 
eradication of the tipping site is also another regular feature, It is however 
becoming evident that thc Authority will have to seek a new areca for refuse 
disposal, as within the next year or two this site is due to become part of 
an opencast coal area.
